h, Title I program and shipments 


The enclosed report shows the total amounts programmed under Title I agree- 
ments through June 30, 1957, and shipments by six-month periods from January 1955 
through June 1957, by country and commodity, A shipment report indicating total 
shipments by commodity by six-month periods is also enclosed, 


5. Title I commodity data 

The enclosed tables show the value and commodity compesition of all Title I 
agreements as of July 31, 1957, reflecting adjustments due to changes in purchase 
authorizations under existing agreements, No new sales agreements were signed 
during July. 


6, Title I ocean transportation provisions amended 

All future Title I purchase authorizations will provide that bulk commodities 
(such as wheat, feedgrains, oil, etc,) moving in full cargoes will be financed on 
f.o.b, or f.a.s. basis only, Separate ocean transportation authorizations will be 
issued to finance the cost of ocean transportation on that portion required to be 
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shipped en U. S.-flag vessels, Financing on c.&f,, c.i.f., f.0.b., or fas. 

basis will be continued for any commodity where it is trade custom to ship by liner 
and the commodity is so shipped, This policy will help USDA to determine more 
accurately the extent of freight differentials; as you know, freight differentials 
occur when importing countries are required to use U, S,-flag vessels at rates 
higher than those quoted for foreign flag vessels,
